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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 35 USC 112 rejection, first paragraph, is 
maintained. It is granted as urged by applicants that the specification discloses using corn steep liquor as shown by original claims 1 and 
4. However, in these claims and elsewhere in the specification, lactic acid is required to be present, and the specification discloses that 
the lactic acid stabilizes the phytase. When present, the corn steep liquor serves as a source of the lactic. There is no description of corn 
steep liquor stabilizing phytase in the absence of lactic acid. 

In regard to the 103 rejection, applicants urge that the references do not disclose that corn steep liquor will stabilize phytase. However, 
the references suggest combining corn steep liquor with a composition containing phytase, and the stabilizing of phytase will be inherent. 
Discovery of a new property of an obvious composition cannot make the obvious composition unobvious and patentable. 
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
